In the Devotions for private Perfons, 
there are Morning and Evening Prayers 

for every Day of the Week, to which are 
udded Prayers for any intermediate Time of 
the Day* This was done without any inten^ 
"iion of prefcribing to any one ; and was 
chiefly defgned as a Means to furnifli the de- 
vout Chriftian with Variety of proper Pe* 
titions and ExpreJfionSj 'mherein to lay often 
his Wants before God ; and that by making 
Ufe of the Prayers infuch a Met hod ^ as the 
Whole may be gone over in fome fliort Jjiace 
of Time y he might be i?^Jiruiled in^ and re^ 
minded of fever al important Duties of a 
Chriftian Life. But after all^ every one is 
left to his own Difcretion^ to choofe, add,

omit, or dter, as hejhallfee fit : Becaufe^ 
as the Judgments «W Opinions of Mankind 
are very different ; fo it can never ^be expedied 
that the fame Method, or Form ^Prayer 
Jhouldfuit all Ferfons ; or even the fame Per-- 
[on at all Times. 

In the firefenf Compofure^ nofmall Tains 
have been taken ^ to make the whole as gene^ 
rally ufeful as can be well expe^ed in a IVcrk 
of this Nature ; but as the be ft Performances 
have Imperfe6i:iohs,yZ^ M/j (ts'befure} is not 
without them. However^ it is hoped^ there 
are none fo great but what a Chrifiian rnay 
overlook for the Sake of that Good^ which is 
intended by it. 

It is not pretended^ that the following 
Prayers are all entirely new. There will be 
found among them fever al Collet ions from 
other Books ; but thofe being fuch only as 
'have been thought excellent in their Kind^ if 
was believed the whole would not be lefs ac^ 
cep table for that Reafon. And' here par^ 
ticular Acknowledgments ought to be made 
to the Wife and pious Author of Thfe great 
Duty of frequenting the Chriftian Sacri- 
fice ; from whence^ mth his Leave^ fome 
Prayers in the Office of Humiliation y and for 
the Communion^ have beem colle^ed. 

May 
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May Gdd of his great Mercy^ make thefe 
Devotions fervicea^e to the Ends for which 
they are defigned : And may bis good Spirit 
accompany the life of them^ and enkindle in 
all our Hearts J. fuck a pure and holy Flam0^

It is indeed a melancholy Rcfledtion, to 
think with what paflioi^ate Iiagerne(s Men 
purfue their feveral Intereftsin this World, 
(when they kiiow, iBaf the Fajhion of this- 
World paffeth away^ and that all their At- 
tainments muD: ia a ihort TinM have an 
End) and how cold and heartlefs they are 
in profecuting that Hnpfiinefs which is to 
la ft to all Eternity. ^Jq Pains, no Solici- 
tations are thiDughl too much for the one : 
but little, very little, is thought enough 
for the other I But if we will attend to the 
Heafon and Nature of Things, and to the 
Voice .0/ Jefus Chrift in the Gojtpel, wha 
cWne down from Heaven to cond\ift us in 
the Way that leads' thither, we (hall fooit 
alter oftr Sentiments and Opinions. 

t do not ; fay this is the Pra6lice of alt 
People: God ba praifqd, there are ma,ny 
who make Religion the chief Bufinefs of 
their- Lives ; whofc Devotions are as con- 
fhint and regulat as the/rifiug and fetting 
of the SiHi; and, who not content with 
offering up a dfiily Morntng and Evening 
Sacrifice of Prayer ^and Praife to God, do 
(as Z) W^/* did) ^ pray. Three times «i Day ; 
and befidcs,,^re continually fending up yi/w/ 
Ejacutatiofjs to Heaven ; io that in the

, In order, therefore, to convince fuch 
Men of the great Importance of praying 
frequently to God, and . how inexcufable 
they are if they neglcft fo to do, I defirc 
they would go along with mc in the fol- 
io win or Reflciftidns. 

Confider that Prayer Is a Duty enjoined 
us purely for our own Sakesi^ a Duty, that 
is neither expenfive of pur Time, nor of 
Eftate^ ; no depth of Learning, no Sab- 
tilty of Parts is required to the Praftice of. 
it ; 'tis what the Meaneft as well as the, 
Higheft may perform ; *tis fuited to all Per- 
ions and all Conditions; the Miferablc 
and Affifted, the Profperous and Happy, 
the-Poor and the Rich, the Y6ung and 
Old, may all pray to God : no Circum- 
ftance. of Life can incapacitate us lov, this. 
Duty t it obliges aill, for all are the Crea- 
tures of God, and depend upon him for 
all the Comforts and Conveniences of Life ; 
In him we live^ and move^ and have cur 
Being ; and therefore (as the Pfalmiji ad- 
viies) wejhould worfhip^ and fall down, and

- '• kneet 
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kneel before the Lord our Maker ; and what 
'engages us the more fo to do, is, that God 
bath been gracioufly pleafed to invite us t(> 
this Duty ^f the moft endearing Prona^fesi 
and annexed invaluable Bleffings to the due 
Perfornaance' of it. He hath declared him- 
felf to be a God hearing Prayer ; and has 
promifed th?it He^ will give his Holy Spirit 
to them that ajk it. Our Saviour has affured 
us, that ifwejiray to our Father which is in 
ficrety our Pat her which fee th infecret^ will 
reward us openly * ; and that whatfoever.we 
afk th£ Father in his name^ be will give it 
us f . If any rf you^ lays St. James ^ lack 
Wifdorrif let him aJk of (xod^ that giveth to 
all Men liberally^ and upbraideth not, atol 
it /hall be given him % . Nay, io far has GoA 
been pleafed to condefccnd in this Matter, 
as to appeal even to Men themfelves for thti 
Truth of it. What Man is there of you, 
%s our Saviour, whom if his Son aJk Bread, 
mli he give him a Stone ?, Or^ if he. aJk U 
Pijli, will he give him a Serpent P If y^ 
then being eviU know how to give good Gifts 
unto your Children, how muQ-b- more jh all 
your Father which is in Heaven give good 
Things to them that xijk him%f As if hop

^ call upon Him ? It is certain, and you 

* may be aflurcd, that he will hear them, 

* afid give go&d Gifts vnro them that ajk 
-^ him! But he has made bur ajking of 
them one Condition of our receiving them 
from him. 

And now, what higher Motives can we 
wifh for, to excite our Performance of any 
Duty, than we have for this ? What cau 
We define more to encourage our AddreffeS 
to God by Prayer, than to be affurcd, That 

he 
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he will bear as ? Efe wbo 16 the Xxyrd of 
Heaven and Earthy whofeGoodwefe as w6ll 
as Power is infinite, ai^d who is «s wiffiil^ 
as he is able, to relieve our Wants ? O f!be 
mighty Power of Prayer ! who wouM ever 
be a Stfianger to it ? Who thht -confidered 
the Excellency of Prayer, and^what an In- 
'ilriiment it is of our Happwiefs bofh here 
and hereafter, would either neglecfl it, orT^^c 
temifs or carelefs in the Performance of 
k ? 'Tis the higheft Privikge we are capa- 
ble of in this Life ; by this we converlc 
with God, and have an Intercourlc with 
"Heaven. Prayer is a never-ceafing Spring 
of Co/^r/, where we are invited to tafte 
freely, and from whence proceeds fucb plea- 
fant Streams as will refrefh the Soul in all 
the Troubles and Calamities of Life. Is 
any among you afflicted f fays- St. Jamcs^^ 
Jet him pray. This was the conftant Prac- 
• tice of the Pfalmiji^ and from his ownEx- 
peVience he has taught us what mighty 
Advantages attend it. IVhtn lam inTroubk^ 
^{^y^ht, I^wHl call t/pon thee^O hord^ for 
^ thou hearejl me. And in another Place, 
I fought the Lordy and tie heard me ^ and 
deliverdd: me from all my Bears ^. In ffiy 
' J^lfirefs I catkd ufim the Lord^ and €ried 

* Jam. V. 13. * iPfal. xxxiv. 4. 
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unto my God; He heard my Voice out of his 
Temple J and my Cry came before him, evcH 
into his Ears*. Indeed, there is nothing 
in the World feems lo prevalent with God, 
as the fervent Vrayer of a righteous Man : 
We are told by St. James, that it availeth 
much, when offered up in behalf of others ; 
andlo be fure, 'tis of no lels Force, when 
our own Wants are the Subjeft of it. 

Not that we are to conclude from hence, 
-that all the Prayers, even of a righteous 
Man fhall immediately be anfwered by 
God : No, there may be many wife Rea- 
Ibns why God may fee fit to deny what 
we afk, or at leaft defer the granting it, 
as, for the Trial of our Faith, or for the 
Exercife of fbme Virtue in us ; or bccaufe 
we are not yet fit fo^ the Bleffing we de- 
fire ; or that we afk for what be fees would 
be hurtful to us^ or the like. And there- 
fore, we mufl not underftand the Promifes 
which are made to Prayer, in an abfolute, 
but a limited Senfe ; that is, that when we 
and our Prayers have thofe Qjualifications 
which are neceflary to make them accepta* 
ble to God, he will give us what we afk 
for, if he fees it fit for us : 1 fay,, fit /qr 
us ; becaufe we may (and I doubt, from a 
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Fondnefs for the Things of this Life, qr 
thro^da Ignorance too often do) afk for 
fuch Things as it may be great Mercy in 
God to deny us. 

In order, therefore, that our Prayers trtS^ 
bcacpeptablctoGodjthree Things are to be 
confidered : ly?, the Qualifications of the 
Perfon praying : zdly^ The Matter of our 
Prayers : And 3^/k, The Manner of them, 

Frrji^ The Qualifications of the Perfon 
praying. 

I. He that would pray fo as to be heard 
of God, muji lift up holy Hands, and a 
pure Heart. He mufl not bring with hicn 
any unre/iented Sins ; but as God fpeaks by 
the Prophet Ifaiah upon the like Occaiion, 
He muft put away the Evil of his Doings^ 
-^He muJi ceafe to do Evil, and learn to do 
well *. Or as St. Peter advifes, Let him 
efcbew Evil, and do Good ; for, as it fol- 
lown in the next Verfe, The Eyes of the 
Lerd are over the JUghteous, and his Ears 
m open unto their Prayers : But the Face 
rf the Lord is aguinfi them that do Evil'fy 
And to the fame Purpofe, fays Solomon^ 
The Sacfifi&e of the Wicked is an Abomina^ 
tmto the Lord, but the Prayer of the Up* 
right is his Delight X* If J incline unto 

!liiu.Vi6^ 17» tiPet. iii, itj IJ, jPiQV.xy.8. ' , 
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Wickednefs in my Heart j fays Holy Davi^^ 
the Lord iJt>i/l not bear me*. Indeed, there 
Is nothing n^ore evident from thfe wbolfc 
[cope of the Scriptures^ than th&t God 
hreth not wilful and impenitenl Sinners ; 
iut if any Man ht a JVorJhipper of Gody 
and doth his Wiil^ him he hearetb -f ; as the 
Wind M//« that was reftore^ to Sight by 
KiMX Saviour Ko\di the Vharifees. In (hort^ 
Sin is the moft batefuJ Thing m the Sight 
of God, and therefore till a Man is cchi^ 
to a Senfe of his paft Offences, and is not 
only ferry for having ojEFen^ed God, but 
relblved by his Grace to amend for the fu- 
tyre, he can never be faid to be in a fit 
T>ifpofiiion to pray; but as this is the low^^ 
eft Conception we can have of the Qjnaip- 
f cation 1 am fpeaking of, a Man muft not 
ftqp here 5 he nauft put ftiofe good Refolu^ 
iions in Pradice, 'having always in view 
this Confideration^ ^*That the greater At- 
•* tainments t^ny one makes in a holy Life-, 
** the more acceptable will his Prayers be 
♦* in the Sight of God/' 
' 2. A yi'roW Qualification feipefting th« 
Terfon prayings is Charity W Love i and 
that is fo neceflaryi that though wcjhould 
fray tsoith the Tmgues tf Men andAngeis^ 

• Pfal. !*▼!• la. i Jokn ix, 5 r. 
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and have not this Qualification, it would 
be to no Purpofe ; our Prayers woui^I fje 
but like founding Brafs or a tinkling Cymbaly 
empty and infignificant Sounds, Thcr« \)^ 
nothing {o contrary t6 the Nature of God, 
nothing fo wide of the true Spirit of a 
Chriftian, as Bitternefs and Wrath^Malict 
and Envy : And therefore it is vain t<i^ 
think, that ever our Prayers can be accept- 
able to the God of Love, till we have Jiut on^ 
<istl:>€ EleSl of God ^ Bowels of Mercies ^Kind* 
ffffs^ Humbienefs of Mind^ Aleeknefs^ Lo/ig^^ 
faff^ringy forbearing one another^ andfgrgiv*^ 
ing one another^ ^ as St. Paul commaiKls. 

3- A third Quahficatiou is Faitk. If 
any of you lack Wifdom^ fays St. James^ let 
him ajk of Gody But lei hi9n ajk in Eaithy 
nothing wave ring -f. Not that we are tOt 
underftand by this, that we moifl never of*- 
fcr up our Prayers to God but with a frm 
Belief that what we pray for fliall imme- 
diately be granted us.. No j all that is re^ 
piredofus in this Mafler, is to come to 
the Thifoi>e of God witk aii humble Confi'^ 
^n€t iai his Mercy, afTuredly believing that 
^od h the hearev of Prjyery aiikd that He 
"B infinitely good and wife,. andwiH deny 

*■ ^ I ■! I I l| , I < II I I I I %» 
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us nothing that he fees and knows to be fit 
for us. And fronm hence it will follow, 

4* As a fourth Qualification, That in 
Sll Things of a temporal Concern, wc muft 
exercife an entire Submijjion to the Will of 
God. Not njy Will^ but thine be done^ iaid 
our bleffed Jaord^ when he prayed that the 
bitter Cup might pafs fro?n him: And Ip 
muft we too, whenever we pray for the Re- 
moving of prefent Evils, or the Procure* 
ment of any future Good of this Life* 
God indeed has been gracioufly pleafed tb 
encourage us to lay our Wants before him ; 
tut how far, and in what Matiner, and 
when they fliail be relieved, is a Matter He 
has referved to his own Diffiofali and we 
muft (and it is highly reafonable we fhould) 
acquiefce in all his Determinations con- 
cerning them : He only knows what is beft 
for us, and what is moft fuitable to our pre- 
fent State : And therefore, a good Chrif- 
tian will be fure to leave the Iffue of his 
Prayers in God*s fIands,jiot doubting but 
he will give, like a ki^d Father, to each of 
his dutiful Children, as much.as he need- 
eth, or as much as is uieful and fit, and 
from thence will take it for a Demonftra- 
tion, that what God gives him not, is not 
fit for him, 

7 J. A 
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5. A ^ftb Qualification of the Perlbii 
praying is. That Jbe hath a good Intention ; 
petitioning for thofe Things he alks to a 
good End. We muji not pray {as the Hy'^ 
pocn'tes do) that ive may be feen of Men *. 
Neither nauft we pray for any Thing that 
-ar may confume it upon our Lujis *^, as the 
intemperate Man does when he prays for 
Hcahh, only that he may be ftill intennpe- 
rate; or the revengeful Man, when he prays 
for Authority, that he may have the more 
Power to effeft his evil Defigns ; for this 
l^i as St. James fays, to ajk amifs ; and then 
no wonder if we q/k and receive notj[* : In- 
deed, it is pure Mercy in God to deny us 
fuch Requeue ; and therefore if we defirc 
that he (hould hear our Prayers, we muft, 
as is faid before, make his Glory, and our 
own and others Salvation, our chief jE;?i 
in prefentiqg them ; and all other Things 
are to be confidered, only as they tend to 
promote the one Thing needful. 

Secondly ; We are to confider the matter 
of our Prayers. W15 are to take Care that 
we never alk any thing of God but what i^ 
conformable to the Divine Will, which arc 
all fuch Things as He has pfomifed to 
give; as Bleffings fpirituai and temporal:; 

* Matt. ri. 5. + Jam. iv, j. 
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the former, God has proraifed to the Faith- 
ful that difchargc their Duty, without any 
Co:ndition ; the latter, He has promifed 
(efpecially fuch Things as are neceflary for 
the Support of Life) only in general Terms ^ 
and not as ovir chief Good, but as an Ad- 
dition to it : From hence' it is plain, that 
fliiritual Blejfings are, in the fii*ft Place, to 
be defired, and that fuch may be prayed for 
abfolu4ely\ and we may likewile petition 
for tewjicr<jl good Things ; but then, as I 
iaid before, that niuft be done with Sub- 
Mtffion to the Will of God, whofe Wifdom^ 
we are fure, knows what State and Con- 
dition of Life is better for us, than wc do 
for ourfelves. 

Thirdly^ We miift confidcr the manner 
^f our Prayers. 

1 . Tloey muft be offirred up wilb Humi" 
Ihy and Li^wHnefs. We muft endeavour to 
poiiei^ our Minds with a juft Senfe of our 
own Unworthinefs, and how undeferving 
we a.re of the Mercies we pray for^ And 
lince by Prayer we fp^k to God, the Con- 
fideration of his divine Majefty, and of 
our own Sins, which have placed us at fuch 
a Diftance frorn him,, ought to hutnble our 
.Souls iu his Sight ; and fince Man is cowy- 
pofed of Body 06 well as Soul,, vw ought ^ 
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when it may be,, to worfltifi God. with-Z^//5, 
and therein to ufe fuch Pofturesdf Body, as 
may beft excite Hnmtlity in ourfelves and 
others; in Puiiick^ the Pofture ofkneeling 
is moft fit and decent ; in Private we may 
irfe % greater Liberty 5 and if we find Pro- 
ftration, or any other Pofture, more apt to 
excite Devotion, we ought to ufe it. 

And though many People's Condition 
may be fuch, that they cannot often have 
aa Opportunity of Privacy and Retirement 
to fell upon their Knees, except at their 
Morning and Evening Prayers, yet a good 
Chriftian, that truly loves and honours 
God, and is fenfible of his entire Defien- 
den'ce upoii him for Grace to refift Temp*^ 
tations, and to do his Duty, and to defend 
him agai^ift the Evils and Calamities of this 
Life, will never make that a Pretence for 
not frequently praying to Him ;' fuch an 
cue, even in the midftof Bufinefs'andCom* 
pany,willbefometimes lifting up his Heart 
to God in ^t^aout and pious Ejaculations ^ 
ftnd when alone (thoagh walking or ftand-- 
ing) will many Times ojfFer up a ftiort and 
coinprelienfive Prayer to Him, fuch as that 
our Saviour has taught iis, or fbme (tiort 
CoUea t)f the Church, or the like. No 
Condkiofiof Life C&n iiinder 9 dcvoittM ind 

fi:onEi 
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from this ; and, therefore, nothing fiiouli 
be made a Pretence for not doing it ; and 
this will Jbe accepted by God when wc have 
cnot an Opportunity to fall upon ourKnecs, 
and offer up a more folemn Prayer. 

I hope,, that no one will miftake me, as 
if I thought Efaculatory Frayer proper only 
for People of Bxifinefs j it is what I would 
irecommend to ally even thofe of the greateft 
Leifure and Retirement,, as being not only 
very pleafing in the Sight of God, but an e^^ 
client Means of keeping the Soul in a fit 
Difpofition to pray to him in a more io^ 
lemh Manner. 

2. Our Prayers muft he ofFered up with 
Fervency and Devotion ^"^Yx^ requires, that 
what we utter Ihould come from the Heart; 
ind^ therefore, we muft not pray in a cold, 
formal, and carelefs Manner, but with fuch 
Zeal and Earneftnefs,as is in fome Meafure 
iiiitajble to the Importance of the Things 
we pray for ; fome of which are of that 
infinite Moment and Concern, that if we 
ihould not be heard, wc arc of all Creatures 
the moft miferable : And though wander'-' 
ing Thoughts will be apt to intrude them^ 
fclves into the Minds of the beft Chriftians, 
yet thefe muft be laboured againft and la-^ 
niented, and pardon for them aiko^^^ of God; 

3, The 
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3. The laft Qualification refpe^ling the 
Manner of our Prayers, is conftancy. We 
muft not pray by Fits and Starts, our De- 
votion (hould be conftant and uniform. JVt 
jhoiild pray always and not faint *, as our 
Saviour has taught us in the Parable of the 
unjuji jfudge^ and never fufFer the Fervour 
of our Minds to abate towards God, nor the 
Flame of our Devotion to languifli or burn 
dim, but continuing conftant in Prayer -f^ 
(as the Apojlle exhorts) Jhould watch th^rc-^ 
unto imth all Perfeverance J* 

Thefe, I thinks are the chief Qjualijica* 
tms neceflary to make our Prayers a Sa^ 
crijice holy and acceptable to OQd. , And he 
that has thefe Difpofitions, and prays for 
fuch Things, and in fuch Manner as has 
been mentioned, may at all Times come 
holdly to the Throne of Grace^ (as the Ap^ 
t!e fpeaks) not doubting but he ihall obtain 
Mercy ^ and find Gra^e to helji in Tinie if 
Need. But let him always remember, that 
it is through Chrift that he muft come ; Be 
is our Advocate with the Father ||, and ap-^ 
pears in the Prefence of God for us %. And 
therefore in his Name^ and through his 
Merits^ all our Prayers muft be offered up to 

Like xviii. 1. f Rom. xH. 12. % Eph. vi. rt# 
i Heb. iy. 16. | x John ii« u f Heb. ix. 24, 
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<Tod : For as there is no sther Name under 
Heaven whtrehy nve can be f^iv&d^ fb nei- 
-ther is there any other Name, not that of the 
gr^ateft Saint or Angela wherein we muft 
.pray, but in the Name of Chrifi Jefus oiily ; 
.who is the Mediator of the New Covenant *, 
4ind able to fave to if^ uttetmoji them that 
come unto God by him^ feeing he ever liveth to 
. make Inter ceffton for us \. 

I have only this Caution to add to what 

I have (aid touching the Duty and Qualifi-- 

cations of Prayer ; that though Prayer is 

an excellent Means of Grace^ and a great In- 

•ftrument o{ Ho/inefs, yet we are to confider, 

• that it is but the means ftill ; and therefore 
.we muji noi reji in it, ncfr in any other 
means of Religion, inch as Readings Me^ 
Jitation^ receiving the Sacrament^ &c. (as 
too many, I doubt, do, who think, when 
they have laid their Prayers, or been at the 
Sacrament, all is well, and they have no- 
thing more to do) but we muft, to Prayer, 
join our own Endeavours^ and not imagine, 
th^t Prayers operate like a Charm j and will 

' make a Man good whether he will or no. 
Prayer indeed has a natural Tendency to 

* promote a holy ISfe^ but Prayer alone will 
\jjpt do it; there is a great deal more re* 

■ ■ ■ ■■! . » ■ rf «» .-.■■■II ■■ 
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^lircd to make a Man a good Chriftian ; 
he muft endeavour to form in his Miikl that 
inward Purky and HbHneft which be prays 
for, and rauft ftrivc and labour to attain 
that true Sandification of his Nature^ 
which is the great End of ail Religion ; in 
ihort, he muft make it the, chief Biifincfe 
of his Life, to walk wprthy of the LorB^ 
unto all pleajing^ ieing fruitful in^ every 
good IVorkf and increa/ingJn the Knowledge 
tijQod*. 

And now, what remains, but tQ ^exhort 
all Chrlftiansi as they havc.any Rcgsfrd for 
the Happinefs both of t\ic\t Souk and Bth- 
dies; as they value the Favour of Qod, and 
would not deprive thcmfelves of Zifure Re^^ 
fiige in Times of Trouble; and Temptation, 
nor fall under the Power and Dominion of 
their Lufts and Paflions, th(fe, cruel and 
iyrannical Majiers {to^tt us free from which 
our Saviour vouchfafed to come into the 
World and die) that they would,, in the 
Apojlle's Senfe, firay without ceafing ; that 
is, not only be very frequent in Prayer to 
God, but keep up in their Minds fuch a 
devmt and h^ly Frame^ that they may be al- 
ways in a fit Difpu/ithn to pray ; To in- 
treat them, I iay, that they would not negw 
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ledt a Duty which is attended with fuch un* 
fpeakable Advantages ; but tharthey would 
pray frequently to God in j>rivate, and if 
they have Families^ that they would every 
Morning aiid Evening pray to God with 
them too, and alfo join in the public Pray^ 
ers of the Church as oft as they can. 
.* This, lam perfuaded, is the naoft likely 
Way we can take to procure the Favour of 
<yod, and to draw down the Bleifings of his 
Providence upon ourfelves and Families ; 
this will make our Bodies the Temples of 
the Holy Ghoft, and invite that hlejjed Spirit 
to take up his Re/idence in our Souls ; in 
ihort, this will fill our Minds with Joy, an£ 
Peace, and comfort iii this World, and 
through the Mercy of God, and the Merits 
4>f his dear iSon, will make us cvcrlaftingly 
happy in that which is to comer 

I cannot conclude this_ Difcourfe, with- 
out acquainting the Reader, that when I 
recommend the Duty of Prayer, I would 
be underftood to include in it that of Prcufe 
and Thank/giving ; which being a; Thing 
{o excellent in itfelf, fo highly conducing 
to the Glory of God, and fo fiiitable to the 
-Nature of a Creature, it ought (without all 
<loubt) to have a very great Share in our 

Pevotions, 
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One would think, indeed, there ihould 
be no Neqeffity of recommending a Duty: 
fo pjeaiing in itfelf, and fo agreeable to aa 
ingeuuous Mind ;• and yet whoever look*, 
abroad into the World, will find that Mea 
are very apt to overlook the.Bleffings of 
God, or, at leaft, very quickly to forget 
them ; and then, it is no Wonder if they; 
feldom or never return Thanks for thciru 
ff^ere there not ten cleanfedf faid our hlefi^r 
Smour *, when he healed the Lepers ; h^t 
where are the nine f Tber^ are not founds 
that returned to give glory to ^ God^ Jave 
this Stranger. And was the Enquiry now 
to be made, I doubt the Difproportion 
would me much greater between thofe that: 
receive Bleffings from the Hands of God,. 
and thofe that are truly thankful for them. 
What thro* the Pride of fome, who think 
that all they receive fr&m God is but the 
jiift Reward of their Merits : the Covet- 
^ufnefs zud Amiition of others^ who, from, 
a greedy Deiire of more, overlook what at/ 
prefent they enjoy; or from an unhappy 
complaining Temper in a third Sort^ who 
(not content to take their Share of the or- 
dinary Troubles and Cares of Life) expe6l 
that every Thing fhould confpire to make 

■ ■' ' m e -^ ■ ■ 
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them cafy, and being dil^ppoitited of this, 
are apt to under valiie the Bleffings that God 
has beftowed upor> them ; or \zSAyy froofi 
the %meked and firofime Lives of many 
more, who being inamerfed in 'Rrutifiontfs 
aiid Senfualityy have 16ft aimed aH Notions, 
not only* of the Providence of G<!)d, burt of 
the great Thi^>gs he has doiiefor u»; I faysj 
what from the^c, and fucb like unkafff 
Haufis^ it comes topafs, that the great E>v>t)r 
of Pra^t and Thanhfgiving to God, id vtxj 
much negle^ed'i ami, I fear, even annong 
fime^ who, in other Rcfpcdls, are very care* 
ful of their Ekity. 

'Tis ftrange, I eonfefs, that fuch a v^rak 
and def£ndmg Creature as Man is, that owes 
his Being, and all the Comforts of it, to the 
great ho^e and IBounty of his Creator, and 
that cannot pofliWy fubfift one Moment, but 
l^ the Will and Power of God, (hould nc^- 
left to pay him tlie-conftant 7)v^ar^ of Pratji 
and Thmkfxiving ; tfers I fay, is ftrartge, if 
we coiiiider Man barely as a Creature^ made 
and fio'pporfeed by t?he Almighty Arm of 
God, w&O' upMds' atl' Things by. the Word 
<fj his Power^. 

But then how much more ftrarige. and 

Itirpriling will this ungrateful Bcha-viour o( 
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iVfan app^r to bc» if we confidbr him aa a. 
Sina^qr^ redfiamcd (as St. Peter fays), md 
mthvorru^i:ki^ Thwgs^^ as SJIv€r andGtdd^ 
— but mth ihe precious Blood f>/ the Spn of" 
God. If we look upou hina uudcr the- 
difiereat Gh^ra^qr S5. Pi//4/ gives of ]^m*, 
to wit, Onci dead i^ Trefpajfi^i and Sior^ 
i^a/i^^g acoQfdhig t9 the Prince of tkd 
Power of the Air^ ttAe Sfiint tAat nam 
xvori€i& in the Children of DiJaiKditnctf 
hg^ing his Cmvfrfatian in the hujls of 
the Fl^y f^lf^U^ng the iHftre^s etf the Fl^f. 
and (f the Mini: aCkiidofWrath^ wkb^ 
out (Chrifi^ an Alien from the Qimmon^ 
weultb of Ifraetl, and a Stranger from the 
Coiv^nantofPromJe^ having no Hope^ and 
insitboat (^od in the Wo^id ; But no^^ in. 
Qhriji Jefiiij nmde nigh by (the- Bhad of 
Chrijl^ no more a Poreigner and Utrangtr^ 
but a- FeJloax^C'itizen 'laiih the Saifvts. and 
of tfhe Houftold of Gody Mflifed' by Faithy 
and having Peace nsiitlp God through our 
Lord Jefus Chrifi -f . 1 fay, if we confider 
Mail, with this dij}'erent Vitsnv^ how muick 
more aftoniftiing is it, that a Siiiocr thiis 
redeemed, thuB loved and honoured, fliould 
eyer be found wa^iting in Praiife and 
Thanksgiving 1 It is ihe leaft Return that

neis ; and yet, if it proceeds from a truly 
thankful Hearty ^nd is followed with a 
Jincere Obedierce^ it is what he will moft 
undoubtedly accept. 

O let us then be perfuaded frequently 
and ferioufly to, think upon the great 
Things God has done for us \ Let us 
endeavour to poffefs our Minds with a

Uhdejrtakinga, that I may 
be in a Condition to pay them what fhall 
be behind, and fully feti$fy their juft De- 
mands, knowing that notwithftaading my 
Difcharge, and though I am out of the 
iReach; of human Laws in this Refpeft, yet 
my Duty and Ohligatiw in Equity are uill 
the lame.

* Confider that our firft Parents having 
fallen, from God, and corrupted them- 
felves, all who deicend from them muft 
be corrupt, it being impoffible to bring 
a clean Thing out of an unclean.

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* Confider that our great Bujinejs and 
^ Concern in this World, which we are to 
* look upon as a State of Trials is to re- 
cover out of this corrupt State ^ and to 
attain that Refemb lance to God, after 
which Man was created, and without 
which it is impojftble to obtain Happinefs 
in the Kingdoni of Heaven. What an 
important Concern then have you to 
mind, who h*ve been fo far from doing 
any Thiiig in it, that you have made it 
more difficttit by doing the quire con- 
trary.

* Confider the Kindnefs and Love of 
God in giving his Son, our Saviour Jefus 
Chriflr, to die for our Sins, and in offer- 
ing Pardon and Salvation to all true pe^ 
nitent Sinners ; that is, to all who for- 
fake their Sins, and turn to God, and do 
Works meet for llepentance ; and how 
dcfervedly they will be condemned who 
refufe this gracious Offer. 

* Confider that one neceffary Part of 
true Hepentance coniifts \ii undoing, as 
much as in you lies, the Evil and Mtf^ 
chief yoM have done. Therefore admo- 
nifh all thofe, as far as you can, with 
whom you have been concerned, to for- 
fake their evil Courfes. 

* Make a full and ample Difcovery of all 
wicked Confederacies for Robbery, or 
other Mifchief that you know of> in ordef 
to the breaking of them, and bringing 
obdinate and irreclaimable Sinners to 
Punilhmeut, and preventing the Spoiling 
and Robbery of the Innocent.

Filth. For all fuch Confederacies beins 
evil in their own Nature^ their Secrets 
cannot lawfully be kept. To conceal them 
therefore, is both dijhonejl and dijhonour^ 
able; and to difcover them, an Adl of JuJ-^ 
tice to human Society, and of Charity to 
the Innocent, who by fuch T>if cover y may 
be preferved from being injured by the 
Wicked engaged in thefe Confederacies^ 
which may hereby be broken. Nay, it 
may be the greateft Charity that can be 
(hewn to the G/////y themlelves, who may 
be led to RepentancCj and prevailed with 
to follow an honefl Courfe of Life. 

* Another necejfary Fart of true Repent- 
ance is Rejiitution^ and Satisfadtion, as 
far as you are able, to the Perfons you 
have robbed; praying heartily to God, to 
make up what is wanting, by his Grace 
and Blefling to them. 

* More /larticular Diredtions to Perfons 
under thefe unhappy Circumftances they 
may receive from thofe who are fo cha-

A Prayer 
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A prayer that may be ufed with condemned 
' irifoners by tkofe who vijit them. 

O MOST-" holy and righteous God, wc 
adore the Wifdom and Juftice of thy Pro* 
vidence, in bringing thefc Ferfons now un* 
der Sentence of Death, to fufFer fuch Pu* 
nifhinents as their Sins have delerved* 
Biefled be thy Name, that thou didft not 
cut thena off in the Midft of their Sins, but 
haft afforded them Time to confider their 
Condition, and to repent and humbk themr 
felves before thee, ^ 

If thou, Lord, fhould*ft mark our Tranf- 
greflions, and deal with us as in Joftice 
thou mighteft, who could ftaad before thee? 
Bgt there is Mercy with thee, that thou 
may eft be feared. 

Their Sins have found thera out, and 
brought them to Shame and Mifery. They 
are more th^n they can number, and great* 
er than they can exprefs. Difpofe therr 
Hearts to a ixHjX and free Coiifeffion of 
their Tranfgrcffions, and to -make fuch Sa- 
tisfadlion to their Country, and the Perfons 
they have injured, as they are able^ 

All our Hope is in thy Mercy, and in 
the gracious Promifes thou haft made to 
Mankind in thy Son JefusChrift, v ho was 

plea^ ' 
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pleafed to fufFer Death upon the Crofs, to 
make Satisfaftibn for all true penitent and 
returning Sinners. Thou haft aflured us, 
that the Unrighteous Jhall o0 enter into the 
Kingdom of Heaven^ and that exept we re^ 
pent wejhall all perijti ; but thou haft pro- 
mifed too, that if the Wicked forfake his 
Way, if he grieve and mourn for his Sins, 
if he hate and forfake them, thou wilt have 
Mercy upon him. Oh ! fill their Souls with 
Horror and Confufion for their Tranfgref- 
fions. Open their Eyes, that they may fee 
their Guilt, and be fcnfible of their Danger. 
And grant, that being turned from their 
Sins, their Souh may be wafhed and cleanfed 
in that Fountain, which thou haft opened 
for Sin and Uncleaimefs. 
• O touch their Hearts. with a lively Senfe 
of thy Love and of thy Goodnefs ; and 
difpofe their Minds, by the powerful Aflift- 
ances of thy Grace, to clofe with the Offer 
of Salvation upon thole juft aini reaibnable 
ConditioiijS made to them. 

Give them a lively and efFedtual Faith 
hi thy Son Jefus Chrift. And though the 
Remembrance of their Sins may fill their 
Souls wkh Dread aixl Horror, yet do thdb 
O Lord, convince them, that their Sins are 
not greater than thy Mercy can pardon, nor 
greater thaii the Blood of thy Son can make 

SatisfaClioQ 
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Satisf^dion for, if they repent aad. turn 
unto thee. 

Woe is me, vile and wretched Sinner that 
I am, may each of them (iiy, m that I have 
lb foolilhly and wickedly departed from 
thee ; having broken thy Covenant, the Cq- 
venant of my Baptiifin ; having renounced 
the Happinefs and Pleafure of ferving thee, 
to ferve my greateil Enemy, who leeks my' 
Deftrudlion. But I repent, O my God, do 
thou increafe my Repentance. 

O poffw-fs their Souls with fuch a deep 
Senfc of their Guilt, that they may mourn 
for theirs Sins ! O give them an Intereft in 
the Merits and Sufferings of Jcfus, and fuch 
broken and contrite Hearts as thou wilt not 
defpife. 

Grant that the miferable Circumilances, 
into which they have plunged themfelves, 
by their Sins, may be an etfcdiual Warning 
to deter others from following wicked 
Courfes ; and that the Hardlbips they en- 
dure may, through thelliches of thy Grace, 
be an Occafion of converting their Souls, 
and a Means of eompleating their Repent- 
ance, and letting forward their Salvation, 
To this End, we pray thee, O merciful

O God, prepare them for, and fupport 
them under the defer vcd Punilhment they 
are fhortly to fuffcr. May they have all 
their Puniihment in this Life : and deliver 
them from Shame and everlafting Con- 
tempt.
